FOR NOVEMBER 1968 ELECTIONS 


TO VOTE IN 1968, YOU MUST REGISTER IN 1968 


1. WHAT ARE THE NOVEMBER 5th ELECTIONS FOR? 


On Tuesday, November 5, 1968, the registered voters 

of the District of Columbia can vote for the following: 

A. President and Vice President of the United States. 

B. Members of the first elected District of Columbia 
Board of Education (This election is the result of 
an Act of Congress which became law on April 22, 
1968), 


. WHO MAY VOTE? 

All persons who are duly registered voters in the 
District of Columbia may vote inthe November elec- 
tions. If you have already registeredin 1968 to vote, 
and continue to meet D. C. voting requirements, you 
do not need to register again for the November elec- 
tion, If you have not registered, you may still do so 
through October 5 in order to votein November, See 
paragraphs 8 and 9 below for further informationas 
to who can register to vote, 


. WHO WILL BE ON THE BALLOTS AND FORWHOM 
MAY I VOTE IN THE NOVEMBER 5th ELECTIONS. 
There will be three separate ballots. Each voter may 
vote all three ballots as follows: 

A. One ballot will list the names of all candidates 
for President and Vice President for all parties 
who qualify under the D, C. Election law. You may 
vote for the candidate for President and Vice 
President of any one party on the ballot. 

B. Another ballot will list the names of all candidates 
nominated for election at large tothe D, C. Board 
of Education. You may vote for any three of these 
at-large candidates regardless of the part of the 
city in which they live. 

C. The third ballot will list the names of all candi- 
dates nominated by the voters of the ward in 
which you live, for election by the voters of your 
ward, You may vote for any one of these candi- 
dates as the member of the Board of Education 
to be elected from your ward. 


. WHAT ARE THE NEW ELECTION WARDS? 

The voting precinct in which you live, and several 
nearby precincts, have been grouped together to form 
an election ward for purposes of the elected Board of 
Education law. The District of Columbia has eight of 
these election wards, each of which contains about 
106,000 people. 

Each ward will elect one member of the Board of 
Education from that ward, andthe voters throughout 
the city will elect the three members of the Board of 
Education who will serve at large. 

Your voting precinct has not been changed by the new 
law. In the November elections you will go to the 


same place to vote to which you went for the May 
primary election. For further information astothe 
ward in which you live, watch the newspapers, or 
contact the D, C, Board of Elections at the address 
and telephone shown on this sheet, 


. HOW DOES A PERSON GET NOMINATED AS A CAN- 


DIDATE FOR THE D. C. BOARD OF EDUCATION? 
The registered voters of the District of Columbia 
nominate each candidate for election tothe Board of 
Education by signing a nominating petition which has 
to be filed with the Board of Elections, together with 
a filing fee of $100 by September 21, 1968. If a per- 
son is to be nominated as a candidate for election 
from the ward in which he lives, the nominating 
petition must be signed by at least 250 registered 
voters in that ward. If a person is to be nominated 
as a candidate for election at large, he must be 
nominated by 8 separate nominating petitions, one 
from each ward, and each signed by at least 125 
registered voters in that ward. 

If you want information as to the qualifications 
required of candidates for election to the Board of 
Education, or further information with regard to the 
nomination of candidates, or to obtain copies of the 
nominating petitions and regulations, contact the

phone shown on this sheet. 


. MUST I DECLARE MY PARTY AFFILIATION IN 


ORDER TO VOTE IN THE NOVEMBERELECTIONS? 
No, but you may do so if you wish. 


. IF 1 AM REGISTERED IN A PARTY, MUST I VOTE 


FOR THE CANDIDATES OF THAT PARTY? 

No. On the Presidential ballot, you may vote for the 
candidates of any party. 

The Board of Education election is non partisan. 


. WHO MAY REGISTER TO VOTE? 


You may register if you meet all the following re- 

quirements: 

A, Citizenship - You must be a citizenofthe United 
States. 

B. Residence - To vote inthe November Selections, 
you must have resided continuously in the District 
of Columbia for at least one year ending on 
November 5, 1968. 

C. No vote elsewhere - Youmust NOT claim voting 
residence or the right to vote in any state or 
territory. You cannot register or vote in the 
District and at the same time claim the right to 
vote elsewhere. 
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D. Age - You must be at least 21 years old on 
November 5, 1968. 

E. No disqualification - You must never have been 
convicted of a felony in the United States, or, 
if convicted, you must have been pardoned. 
You must not be mentally incompetent as adjudged 
by a court of competent jurisdiction. 


. WHAT IS MEANT BY THE PHRASE “RESIDED 


CONTINUOUSLY” ? 
You may go on trips away from the District and 
still “reside continuously” here, provided any such 


trip is temporary and you intend to return to your 
usual place of abode in the District as soon as the 
purpose of the trip is accomplished. A student who 


attends a college or school outside the District may 
meet the residence requirements if his parents re- 
side here or ifthe District is the usual place of abode 
of the student. He must, however, register inperson. 


. WHEN AND WHERE MAY I REGISTER? 


Central Registration - Mondays through Fridays 
you may register at the central office of the Board 
of Elections, Room 8, District Building, 14thandE 
Streets. N.W.. from 8:30 a.m. to5:00p.m, 
The office will be closed on Labor Day, September 2. 
The last day for registration will be Saturday, 
October 5, 1968. 
Neighborhood Registration - You may register at 
the voting place in the precinct in which you reside 
on the following week-ends: 
Fridays, September 13 and 20, 1968 
5 p.m, to 9 p.m. 
Saturdays, September 14 and 21, 1968 
9 a.m, to 9 p.m. 


MAY I REGISTER WHEN ABSENT FROM THE 
DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA? 

Only persons designated in the Federal Voting As- 
sistance Act may register by mail while absent 
from the District. These include the following and 
their spouses and dependents when accompanying 
them: members of the Armed Forces and Mer- 
chant Marine; civilian employees of the U.S.in all 
categories; and members of religious or welfare 
organizations officially attached to and serving 
with the Armed Forces. 


HOW DO I REGISTER IF I AM PHYSICALLY 
UNABLE TO APPEAR AT A REGISTRATION 
PLACE? 

If you are present inthe District but are physically 
unable to appear at an official registration place, 
you may request registration by writing to the 
Board of Elections. Such a request must be ac- 
companied by a written statement from a doctor, 
clergyman, registered or licensedpractical nurse, 
official of hospital, nursing home, or similar in- 
stitution certifying that for reasons of health it is 
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not advisable for you to come to a registration or 
voting place. After receipt of such a request, a 
representative of the Board will come to register 
you. The request should be received not later 
than September 14, 1968 in order for you to vote 
in the November 5 elections. 


WHEN MAY I VOTE? 

The day for the Presidential election and for the 
the election for the Board of Educationis Tuesday, 
November 5, 1968. 

The polls will be open from 8 a.m, to 8 p.m. 


WHERE MAY I VOTE? 

You must vote in the voting place of the precinct 
where the residence shown on your registrationis 
located. If you move after you register, you may 
change your address at the ‘central office of the: 
Board of Elections, Room 8, District Building. To 
change your address for the November election, you ~ 
must do so no later than October 5. If you move 
out of your precinct but fail to notify the Board of 
Elections in time, you must vote in the precinct in 
which you are registered. 


MAY I VOTE WHEN ABSENT FROM THE DISTRICT 
OR ILL? 

Any eligible. voter absent from the District on 
November 5 may vote by absentee ballot provided 
that he has submitted a written application for an 
absentee ballot no later than October 21, 1968. 
Provision will be made to permit voting by a 
person present in the District who is physically 
unable to appear at an official voting place to cast 
his ballot. 

To be counted, an absentee ballot ora ballot from a 
shut-in voter must be received by the Board of 
Elections no later than 8:00 p.m. on election day, 
November 5, 1968. 


POSSIBLE RUN-OFF ELECTIONS FOR D.C. 
BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The D. C. elected Board of Education law provides 
that under certain circumstances run-off elections 
must be held 21 days after the election of members 
of the Board of Educationhas taken place, The out- 
come of the Board of Education election of 
November 5 will determine whether run-off elec- 
tions will be required. 


PERMANENT REGISTRATION OF VOTERS. 

As a result of the 1968 changes in the Board of 
Elections law, once you have registered asa voter 
in the District of Columbia, you may continue to 
vote without registering again so long as you re- 
main a qualified voter and vote atleast once every 
four years. The change inthe law applies to anyone 
who has registered since January 1, 1968.

THE PROBLEM "The Nation in abolishing Negro slavery merely released the Negro 

into the bondage of an informal social and economic casie system, cemented 
together by bias and discrimination. Despite the revolution of the last 13 
years, these attitudes remain distressingly pervasive forces in race relations 
even today. What is meant to be Negro in America thus becomes a psycholo- 
gical fact in the daily lives of Negro children, who are the heirs and victims 
of these traditions of prejudice...the predominantly Negro school is part of a 
history of exile and bondage. And Negroes read in the eyes of the white com- 
munity the judgment that their schools are inferior and without status, thus 
confirming and reinforcing their own impressions. Particularly this is true in 
Washington where the white community has clearly expressed its views on the 
predominantly Negro schools through the behavior of white parents and teachers 
who, the court finds, in large numbers have withdrawn or withheld their children 
from, and refused to teach in, those schools. 


In an environment defined by such unhealthy attitudes it should not be surprising 
that the predominantly Negro schools show a pronounced intrinsic tendency to 
slide into pathology and hopelessness. This of course affects the schools' teachers 
of whatever race whose own demoralization and low expectations communicate 
back to the children (and) contribute further to the schools! social disintegration 
in a vicious though understandable circle.'*

Despite the revolution of the last 13 
years, these attitudes remain distressingly pervasive forces in race relations 
even today. What is meant to be Negro in America thus becomes a psycholo- 
gical fact in the daily lives of Negro children, who are the heirs and victims 
of these traditions of prejudice...the predominantly Negro school is part of a 
history of exile and bondage. And Negroes read in the eyes of the white com- 
munity the judgment that their schools are inferior and without status, thus 
confirming and reinforcing their own impressions. Particularly this is true in 
Washington where the white community has clearly expressed its views on the 
predominantly Negro schools through the behavior of white parents and teachers 
who, the court finds, in large numbers have withdrawn or withheld their children 
from, and refused to teach in, those schools. 


In an environment defined by such unhealthy attitudes it should not be surprising 
that the predominantly Negro schools show a pronounced intrinsic tendency to 
slide into pathology and hopelessness. This of course affects the schools’ teachers 
of whatever race whose own demoralization and low expectations communicate 
back to the children (and) contribute further to the schools’ social disintegration 
in a vicious though understandable circle." *

ON DISORDER 


The Burrville School solved the crisis of disorder without police. Others can too. . . with “‘crisis teams’’, 
more classroom aides, neighborhood assistance, parent involvement, programs for the 22,000 children 
with special learning difficulties, expanded vocational education, and projects for dropouts. 


ON OVERCROWDING 


Why are our schools so overcrowded when there are millions of dollars in appropriated construction 
funds lying idle? Why does it take so many years to plan and build a school when commercial buildings 
go up in two years? Why have they been talking about a high school for the far Northeast for fifteen 
years without breaking ground? We need a five year building program, involving communities in site 
location and design. Meanwhile, we can lease space and borrow empty government buildings—such as at 
Bolling Air Force Base. 


ON FISCAL AND ADMINISTRATIVE MANAGEMENT 


In many schools, less than half the per pupil budget reaches the classroom. The administration rents the 
most expensive and inaccessible office space in the city. The budget is unreadable and the requests of 
community budget committees are unidentified. Special projects are not evaluated, and successful new 
methods are not utilized throughout the system. Classes open without teachers. Books and supplies are 
inefficiently distributed. . .if they reach the students at all. We can manage our financial and human 
resources with greater efficiency and sensitivity. 


ON IMPROVING THE QUALITY OF EDUCATION 


We must have revised certification requirements to attract good teachers, relevant and accessible 
in-service training centers, team teaching, more teacher aides and community workers, and wider use of 
new teaching methods. We must bring the parents, students, teachers and community together to meet the 
needs of each child in each school. 


On November 4th, D.C. citizens will elect 
five members to the School Board: two 
at-large seats, voted on by the whole city, 
and one seat each from Wards 2, 3 and 8.

On’ January 27, 1969, defendant will, in the absence of inter- 
vention by this Court, become a member of the Board of Education of the 
District of Columbia from Ward Eight in clear contravention of the law 
governing the qualifications for nomination to the office of member of the 
Board: of Education from a ward and for holding said office.

Code Section 101(¢)(1)(D)- 
The identical provision applies to persons seeking at large election to 
the Board, 31D. ©. Code Gection WOm(c)( 2)(C). - Indeed, ir at any ime 
after he is a member of the Board, a person acquires an elective office, 
he must forfeit his position as a member of the Board. 

The command of the law is clear. There can be no dispute 
as to its meaning. A person is entitled to hold only one elective 
office in the District of Columbia at one time, unless the second office 
is the temporary one of convention delegate, and cannot even seek a 
second office or participate in a second election as a candidate while 
retaining the first. Nor is there any question that defendant was 
simultaneously a member of the Committee and nominee for member of the 
Board, The only issue remaining is whether a member of the Committee 
holds an elective office. 

The only method contemplated by statute for becoming a member of 
the Committee is by resort to the electoral process and the statute 
defines the incidents of that election. 1D, C. Code Section 1101 states 
that "...the following officials of political parties a aie District of 
eee shall be elected as provided in this chapter: ~..(4) Such mem= 
bers and officials of local committees of political parties as may be 
designated by the duly eee local committees of such parties for 


election at large in the District of Columbia." 
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The Code further specifies that the Board of Elections shall 
certify the nominees and the results of elections for Committee members, 
1D, C, Code Section 1105(a)(7), that the Committee officials designated 
for at large elections. shall be nominated by adherence to certain pro- 
cedures’, 1D. GaGcodescection 1108 (a), that the eléetion or such officials 
shall fall on a certain date, 1 D. C. Code Section 1110(a)(1), and that 
the local party committees can arrange their own rules for filling 
vacancies, 1 D. C. Code Section 1110(d). Other statutory sections 
control other aspects of the election of Committee members and officials, 

Against this background, it can hardly be contended that a 
Committee member elected in a primary election in the District of Columbia 
does not hold an "elective office" within the meaning of that phrase 
as employed in 31 D. C. Code Section 101(¢)(1)(D). 

On the contrary, the fact that’a Committee member would be 
barred from seeking a position on the School Board unless he first 
retired from his position on the Committee was all too clear in the 
Senate hearings on the bill to Tilford E, Dudley, then Chairman of the 
Committee. Mr. Dudley testified that: 


"Likewise, both the House and Senate bills 
in the proposed section 2(¢)(1) and (2) pro- 
vide that each candidate, both ward and at- 
large, at the time of his nomination must 
hold "no other elective office." What 
elective office the drafters had in mind 

is uncertain, since there are no elective 
offices in the District government and 
surely nobody would try to hold two positions 
simultaneously on the Board of Education. 
Perhaps the drafters were thinking of of- 
fices in the two political parties which 
were elective. We question the basic phil- 
osophy that educators must be completely 
separate from all other functions of the 
District government and flatly oppose any 
provision barring an elected oiticer O14 
political party from being on the school 
board, The present provision, which would 
require one to resign from his other elective 
office before running for the school board 
seems most unfair. He might lose and end up 
with neither. We believe that whether one 
person should hold two elective, part-time 
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offices is for the electorate to decide. 
Congress should trust the people to make 
wise decisions,"

While the Congressional reason for this ban remains somewhat 
obscure - perhaps, and most likely, Congress was concerned with a per- 
son relying on party funds and services as a boost to his Board cam- 
paign, thereby turning School Board elections into partisan political 
contests - the ban exists and must be obeyed. The penalty for dis- 
obedience (particularly when, as here, the violating party compounded 
his violation by swearing that he was in compliance) is set forth in the 
statute - disqualification from School Board candidacy if not yet elected, 
disqualification from School Board membership if elected. 

This Court has no choice but to use its injunevive process 
to prevent defendant from taking an oath of office for or holding or 
serving if a position he ise statutorily forbidden to fill, With defendant 
as member-elect of the Board barred from taking office, a vacancy will 
result that must be filled in accordance witn 1 Do Ge Code Section TLIC ee 
S6eml Dime.

Ssamercualai 1Cations for holding such office as were required ofmis

lam afraid that your Board has placed too much emphasis on its own 
convenience in counting the vote and too little emphasis on the best interest 
of the voters and the School Board candidates. 


For example, I have previously criticized counting the ballots in a 
central place and I do so again. 


Iam critical of your having three separate ballots -- all placed in one 
box. I agree with the School Board candidates that handing voters three 
separate pieces of paper in the voting places will cause endless confusion 
and a loss of votes to some of the candidates. I fear that stapling the 
three pieces of paper together is no solution, and will cause other problems 
such as ballot defacing when the staples are removed for COUNTING. IM ilear 
again, the problem of counting at a central place since you are putting all 
three ballots in the same ballot box. Can you imagine the confusion and 
possibility for error when your college student counters have to sort these 
pieces of paper in piles, after dumping them out of ballot boxes onto big - 
tables ? 


lvagree with the school Board candidates, please print the entire ballot 
on one sheet of paper. It is no trick to print the ballot separately for each 
Ward showing just the candidates in that Ward, the At Large candidates 
and the Presidential candidates.
